Dear  Senator  Robertson; 

Last  ni^it  (September  13)  Washington  tele- 
vision station  WTOP  broadcast  a recording  of  some 
statements  made  in  Baltimore  by  Governor  Wallace  of 
Alabama.  In  one  statement  the  Governor  charged  that 
since  1947  there  had  been  47  bombings  in  Alabama  of 
Negro  homes  and  ohurohes  but  that  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation, wh I ch  had  investigated  every  case, 
had  failed  to  come  with  a single  solution. 

The  Governor  intimated  that  these  bombings 
had  very  likely  been  committed  by  persons  with  pro- 
Negro  sentiments  who  hoped  through  the  "liberal" 
press  and  networks  to  arouse  hatred  against  white 
persons  in  Alabama  who  are  opposed  to  raoial  inte- 
gration. He  said  that  no  Negroes  had  been  killed 
and  that  personal  injury  and  property  damage  had 
been  slight.  But  that  the  integration  forces, 
through  the  publicity  given  to  the  bombings \ had 
succeeded  in  attracting  much  sympathy  and  money  to 
their  cause. 

Governor  Wallace  al  sd  intimated  that  the 
F.B.I.  in  their  investigations  must  have  found 
evidence  of  this  duplicity  on  the  part  of  the  pro- 
Negro  forces.  He  said  that  such  evidence  if  any 
has  not  been  brought  to  light  beoause  of  embar- 
rassment it  might  bring  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  Justice  and  the  Attorney  General. 

I feel  that  the  charges  made  by  Governor 
Wallace  are  serious  ones  which  bring  into  question 
the  integrity  our  system  of  justioe  on  the  Federal 
level.  I therefore  ask  that  the  oharges  be  looked 
into  to  determine  their  truth  or  falsity.

The  facta  of  each  bombing  incident  have  been 
presented  Immediately  to  the  Department,  and  the  FBI  has  been 
requested  to  Investigate  five  bombing  cases  In  Alalsama,  Including 
the  one  on  September  15th  in  which  four  children  were  killed.  Doe 
to  the  nature  of  the  September  15th  bombing,  the  FBI  began  an 
immediate  investigation  and  advised  the  Department  of  the  action* 
being  taken.  Although  the  FBI  does  not  actively  investigate  all 
bombing  cases.  It  does  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  with  state 
and  local  authorities.  The  full  facilities  of  the  FBI  Laboratory  and 
Identification  Division  are  available  to  render  any  assistance. 

Ihe  FBIfs  actions  in  the  civil  rights  field  are  governed 
by  laws  as  they  are  in  all  fields.  We  cannot  exceed  our  authority 
nor  will  we  attempt  to  do  so.  If  a Federal  law  within  our  Jurisdiction 
U violated,  FBI  Agents  will  conduct  a prompt,  thorough  and  objective 
Investigation.  If  no  Federal  law  ie  involved,  we  will  not — cannot— 
investigate. 


In  spite  of  these  facte,  we  are  accused  of  both 
exceeding  and  shirking  our  duties,  con  e of  these  charges  stem 
from  a lack  of  uadersta»cung,  but  many  of  them  come  from  persons 
who  have  a personal  interest  and  distort  the  truth  to  suit  their  own 
purposes* 


Acting  within  the  law,  the  FBI  hv.s  recorded  a number 
of  accomplishments  In  the  civil  rights  field.  For  example,  FBI 
investigations  have  enabled  the  Department  of  Justice  to  file  more 
than  forty  suits  in  five  states  to  aid  racial  discrimination  in  voting. 
FBI  Agents  solved  the  case  involving  the  burning  of  a Greyhound  bus 
transporting  "Freedom  Riders"  through  Alabama  in  1961.  Six 
persons  have  been  convicted  for  their  part  In  this  crime.  An  FBI 
investigation  in  September,  1SC2,  led  to  the  arrest  and  conviction 
in  state  court  of  four  persons  for  burning  a Negro  church  in  Terrell 
County,  Georgia.  FBI  Agents  also  arrested  Byron  De  La  Beckwith, 
the  man  charged  with  the  murder  of  Medgar  Evers,  the  Mississippi 
leader  of  the  Rational  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored 
People.

This  trial  resulted  in  his  conviction  following  which  he  was 
fined  $100  plus  costs  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  at 
hard  labor.  SAC  Moore  advised  that  the  prosecution  put  on 
only  two  witnesses  that  being  police  officers., 

Cagle  and  Robert  Erf  Chambliss  were  arrested 
by  the  Alabama  Highway  Patroi  (AHP)  on  9-29-63,  in  connection 
with  the  Birmingham  bombings  on  open  charges.  John  Wesley 
>T5all  was  also  taken  into  custody  10-1-63,  by  the  AHP.  All 
three  were  charged  on  10-1-63,  with  having  in  their  possession 
an  explosive,  to  wit,  dynamite,  without  a permit  as  required 
by  Section  451  of  the  General  City  Code  of  the  city  of  Birmingham 
of  1944. 


SAC  Moore  advised  further  that  no  date  has  been 
set  as  yet  for  the  trial  of  Chambliss  and  Hall.

On  November  26,  1957,  a source  advised  that  the 
United  White  Party  (UWP)  was  organized  at  a convention  held 
in  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  on  November  10,  1957.  An  article  in 
the  November  26,  1957,  issue  of  the  "Greenville  Piedmont”, 
a newspaper  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  reported  "the 
recent  formation  of  a new  political  party,  to  be  known  as 
the  United  White  Party”.  According  to  the  article,  the 
party  was  formed  at  a recently  held  meeting  in  Knoxville, 
Tennessee,  at  which  many  klansmen  were  represented.  The 
UWP  was  reported  as  being  opposed  to  all  "race  mixing  organi- 
zations and  individuals”. 

The  July,  1958,  issue  of  "The  Thunderbolt”,  self-

The  article  iden- 
tified one  of  the  men  as  DAVID  STANLEY,  18,  of  1865 
Bessemer  Road.  The  article  stated  that  STANLEY  was  charged 
with  Assault  With  Intent  to  Murder  for  throwing  rock  at  the 
Graymont  Elementary  School  which  rock  struck  an  officer. 
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On  September  10,  1963,  the  Red  Star  Final  Edition 
of  THE  BIRMINGHAM  NEWS  on  Page  1,  carried  headline  "Nine 
Adults  Arrested  at  West  End."

attendance  at  Sunday  School.  Twenty  or  more  persons  were 
injured.  The  church  is  located  at  the  corner  of  6th  Avenue 
and  16th  Street,  North,  near  the  downtown  section  of  the 
city.  The  point  of  impact  was  outside  the  church,  a 
brick  building,  on  the  16ih  Street  side  under  some  concrete 
steps  and  against  the  wall.  Damage  to  the  church  building  was 
estimated  to  be  $30,000  - $40,000  and  undetermined  amount  of 
damage  to  surrounding  buildings. 

This  church  had  been  a meeting  place  in  the  past 
for  racial  demonstrators.  This  bombing,  one  of  a series 
in  the  recent  past  in  Birmingham,  is  possibly  attributable 
to  racial  extremists. 

The  crime  scene  search  has  failed  to  develop 
evidence  indicating  that  the  explosion  was  detonated  by  any 
specific  type  of  detonator.  It  is  unknown  at  this  point 
whether  a fuse  or  a timing  mechanism  was  used. 

Birmingham  newspapers  on  September  IB,  1963,

On  November  26,  1957,  a source  advised  that  the 
United  White  Party  (UWP)  was  organized  at  a convention  held 
in  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  on  November  10,  1957.  An  article  in 
the  November  26,  1957,  issue  of  the  "Greenville  Piedmont” , 
a newspaper  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  reported  ”the 
recent  formation  of  a new  political  party,  to  be  known  as 
the  United  White  Party”.

Issue  Number  19,  dated  June,  1960,  "The  Thunder- 
bolt", announced  the  address  of  the  headquarters  of  the 
NSRP  had  been  changed  from  Jef fersonville,  Indiana,  to 
Post  Office  Box  783,  Birmingham,  Alabama. 

On  June  17,  1960,  a source  advised  that  EDWARD  R. 
FIELDS,  the  Information  Director  of  the  NSRP,  is  the  indivi- 
dual who  "runs  the  NSRP".

Klansmen  and  National  States  Rights  Party  members  (and 
persons  believed  to  be  members) , including  racial  informants 
and  racial  PCI's,  also  potential  bombing  suspects  of  Tampa 
Office,  have  been  interviewed  as  per  Bureau  instructions  in 
this  matter.  These  individuals  were  questioned  concerning 
their  whereabouts  around  the  time  of  instant  bombing,  and 
information  looking  toward  identification  of  UNSUBS  in  this 
case  and/or  pertinent  to  investigation  being  conducted  in  the 
matter  was  solicited  from  them. 

No  pertinent  information  was  developed  as  a result  of 
the  interviews . 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  whereabouts  of  various  individuals 
on  9/15/63,  as  indicated  by  them,  was  not  verified  through 
additional  investigation.  This  would  have  been  done  in  any 
instances  where  there  was  reason  to  question  the  klansman, 
hate  group  member  or  potential  bombing  suspect. 

Informants  and  sources  have  been  requested  to  remain 
alert  for  any  information  whatsoever  which  might  be  helpful 
to  the  RAPBOMB  case  and  they  have  stated  they  will  immediately 
furnish  any  such  information  to  the  Tampa  Office.
